letter on the envelope; and it is not required 
that such letter and envelope be banded to the 
Postmaster at the point of destination. It Is the 
dnty of route agents to receive letters written 
after the mail is closed, and all way letters pre- 
paid by stamps.”

Calvin ‘Thomas, laté Postmaster at Cincinnati, 
gives an account of a visit he paid the venerable 
Jesse, father of our President, just after the in- 
auguration, and before be bad been deprived of 
his offical bold on tbq Treasury, As this story is 
true, and can be attested by any number of com- 
petent witnesses on either side of tbe Ohio, we 
propose to tell it, Thomas bad heard that one 
Thomas H.’ Foulds, a citizen of Kentucky, a 
neighbor of be Grants, and a bankrupt business 
mau, had the promise of the Cincinnati Post 
Ulice, and he concluded he would go over the 
river and pay his respects to the father of the 
Piesident. 

Cul found the venerable Jesse in a dingy room 
in the rear of the Post Office—tbe place where 
postal blanks are signed “J.R G., P. M "—asit- 
ung crouched over a rickety old table. He took 
off bis hut and made a very deferential bow, but 
the futher of the Giants did uot recognize him 
He cleared bis throat. and in bis blandest tones 
addressed the venerable figure in. the chair, but 
without attracting the least notice. Jesse has a 
way of neither seeing nor heating when he does 
not want to. Thomas now became faint-lBeatted, 
when, just as he was about to flee fiom so much 
dignity, the clerk of the Post Office addressed 
his chtet:

His pre- 
dictions came true, even so far as this fourth 
cousin was concerned, for within a forinight the 
Washington despatches announced, among the 
Postmasters appointed for Ohio, tho name of 
“ George R. Grant.”

The Late Land-Grabbing Raid. | 


It was evident some months ago that the pres- 
ent session of ! ongress would be distinguished 
for the number and magnitude of the land-grab- 
bing schemes introduced and pushed with ah the 
perseverance of the lobby, and al) the power 
and backing of a large monied interest. No 
sooner did the session open than members of 
Congress rushed forward with their bills, as 
though fearful that a single acre would be left 
open for pre-emption and homestead purposes. 

Senator Tipton of Nebraska introduced five 
bills fpr railvodds in Nebraska and Colorado, 
proposing the construction of 1 265 miles of rair- 
108d. His colleague, Thayer, introduced only 
one bill for the construction of 170 miles of road. 
Bradtord of Colorado introduced two bills for 
the eonstructiun of 700 miles. Eigbt bills have 
thus far been introduced to construct raijrouds 
10 Nebraska and Colorado—3,939 miles of road, 
and land grants to the extent of 34,207.140 acres. 
Rice of Arkansas, introduced two bills—one to 
incorporate the Central Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany, the proposed road to extend tbrougb the 
Indian Territory a distance y» all of 350 miles;

This does pretty well for a beginning. The 

extent of land asked for is more than double the | 
area contained in the State of California. Sev- 
eral large schemes touching the interests of the 
Pacitic coast are not noted. The Southern Pa- 
afic Railroad on the 35th parallel will of course 
ask for a confirmation of its grant. 

Now, many of these enterprises have decided 
merit. We have entered upon a new era of in- 
ternal improvements. So many schemes were 
never brought forward so early in any previous 
session of Congress. But if these schemes are 
to carry, or even a majority of them, in the shape 
in which they are brought forward, the public 
land offices mightas well be closed at once. The 
beneficent provisions of pre-emption and home- 
stead laws will be rendered worthless hereafter. 

We wantnow a well defined public land sys- 
tem. Let every railroad of a national character 
be helped by proceeds of public lands. But let 
no more lands be turned over to railroad or oth- 
er corporations, Such enormous schemes as 
these involve the disinheritance of the people. 
It is time now for the Government to intervene 
and say that the public lands shall be divided 
np among the people in homestead and pre-emp- 
tion tracts, and that in no other way shall con- 
veyances be made of the national domain. And 
the sooner these vast schemes are moulded to 
these restrictions the better.—9. F. Bulletin.

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A powerful combination of capital is forming 
for the construction of a new railroad route from 
the Atlantic to the West. The Richmond Dis- 
peich states that A. A. Low has subscribed $1,- 
000,000, Fisk & Hatch, $2,000,000, C. P, Hunt- 
ington, $2.000,000. Gen. Joseph R. Anderson, 
$1.000,000, and Messrs. Bliss. Winslow, Wsin- 
wright and Stewart, $1.000.000 each, toward the 
completion ot the Chesnpeake and Ohio Railroad. 
Ten per cent. of the money subscribed was to 
bave been paid on the Ist of January, and the 
work is to be done within two years. The mouth 
of the Dig Sandy, at its confluence with the 
Ohio river, has been the objective point of the 
enterprise, which would make its Atlantic term- 
inus nt Norfolk. "Tbe main object, as the Wash- 
ington Chronicle says, is to bring freight from a 
point on the Ohio which is pavigable for large 
steamers. As the Big Sandy is 150 miles further 
down than Parkersburg—the crossing place of 
the Baltimore and Obie Railond—it it believed 
the gater portion of the freight upon the Ohio 
and its tributaries will be intercepted by the 
new road; and by the time the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad reaches this point. a railway from 
the junction will have been built to Cincinnati 
and a lateral branch to Lexington. The new 
10ad will have the advantage of a lighter. grade 
than the Baltimore and Ohio, over only one 
mountain chain, and through a milder climate 

The Chesapeake and Ohio will open a new 
route to the West, especially for Kentucky, 
Southern Ohio, Indiana and illinois, and for all 
Missouri, with Kansas and the region stretching 
thenée even as far as tbe Pacific It was origin- 
ally a Sonthern enterprise of little more than 
local significance, controlled partly by Richmond 
capital, But Nortbein capital was recently hd- 
mitted to it by a vote of 51,000 sbares against 
3,000, and the road now assumes the 
importance of a project that seem» to aim ut 
nothing else, ultihately, than opening a second 
route across the continent, with San Francisco 
for its Pacihc and Nortulk for its Atlantic ter- 
minus.

A New Through Route to the Atlantic. 


Important Internal Revenue Ruling. 


The following document is published for the 
benefit of those whom it affects . 

Assrssou'w Orrice, U S IxrEwNAL REVENUE, 

Sax Francisco, December 10th, 1809. 
. GextLiten: Apothecaries or others who sell 
wines or other liquors, ot Hostette:’s Bitters, or 
any similar compound which contains a lage 
pe. centage of alcohol and which cau be used as 
a beverage. in quantities of five gallons orup- 
wards at one sale. are liable to a special tax as 
wholesale liquor dealeis, whether such liquors, 
bitters, ete, are sold in bottles or otherwise. If 
sold ia Jess quantities than five gallons at one 
sale they are liable to the special tax of retail 
liqnor dealers This tay is in addition to the 
special tax as an apothecary. Believing that 
apothecaries have not been assessed as liquor 
dealers, the impression being that they were ex- 
empt, you will at once ussess all apothecaries in 
you division who sell eneh liquors, bitters, ete.. 
the special tax of a wholesale or retail liquor 
dealer. according as they may be liable trom the 
amount of their sales, as above stated. Very

Sixty tons of ore are reported to have been 
rousted and chloridized with perfect success-—np 
to Nov. 9th, and since then how much. more we 
dre not advised—in the new furnace of Mr. 
Stetefeldt now jn operation in the English Com- 
pany’s reduction works at Reno, This furnace 
was lully described in tho Austin Reveille and in 
the Mining and Scientific Press & year or more 
ago, when the principle was first tested in 
Eastern Nevada on n working scale, with favor- 
able results, The furnace is a combination of 
the idea of the Gerstenhoefer with cbloridxiation, 
Practically, Gerstenboefer’s operation f$ nothin, 
more nor less than the dropping of sulphurett 
ores down a chimney. By the time that the sul- 
phurets reach the bottom, they are roasteil-very 
nearly as effectually as in a reverberatory furn« 
ace after eight hours of exposure. This may 
seem ineredible, bnt it is trne—a fact welt estab- 
lished by years of successful practice, at Frei- 
berg. at Manstuld, and at Swansea, and a dozen 
other places in Europe and in South America. 
The furnace is extensively in use as a means of 
manufacturing sulphmic acid cheaply, by way 
of by-prodnet; and for that purpose it has com- 
pletely swept the field. 

Mr. Stetefeldt added salt to the ore; altered 
the furnace somewhat to adapt it to the manipu- 
Jation of the pasty and volatile chlorides thereby 
produced, and that is all. Precisely what ores 
are worked with success, is a matter of vital mo- 
ment; but there can be little doubt of any of 
the simple or compound sulphurets of the ime 
poftant metals, excepting, perhaps, that of lead, 
Tbe cost of roasting must fall then—if the furn- 
ace continues to be a success—from $16 or $20 
to about $6 per ton, or less, This should enable 
entie districts producing roasting ores, worth 
only $30 per ton, to be worked to a profit. 

The Gerstenboefer, or the Stetefeldt furnace 
either, will roast large quantities in a day.

Sec. L. That every woman of the age of twen- 
ty-one years, residing in this Territory, may, at 
every election to be holden under the laws 
thereof, cast her vote- And her rights to the 
elective franchise, and to hold office, shall be the 
sume under the election laws of the Territory as 
those of electors. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

Forests and Rain. 


[From tho San Francisco Morning Call) 

The heavens above sympathize with the earth 
beneath. That is, the air and what it holds have 
certain affinities with what the carth produces. 
The air bas very little to bestow upon » sandy, 
unproductive desert, Itis simply un embrace of 
hot sand and hot air, no vegetation and no rain 
A well wooded conntry is certain to attract rains 
or snows Cut away the forests, leave the plains 
and the hills barren of trees, and they will Jose 
thelr rain supplies. Witness the Andes and their 
"western descents. It isa question whether orig- 
inally the lack of rain caused the absence of trees, 
or the reverse. Butit is quite certain that the 
cultivation of land, the production of trees and 
herbage, will bring rain to previously the most 
desert and thirsty wastes. And experience shows 
that the destruction of forests and vegetation over 
largo extents of country is quite certain to be fol- 
lowed by a very sensible abatement m the annual 
supply of moisture. In some paits of the United 
States (New England, for instance), there does 
not fall one-half the depth of snow during the 
Winter ag descended there, uccording to history 
and tradition, one and two centuries ago. All of 
which ought to teucb the people of this coast a 
lesson—one that every man that has any patriotic 
or humane regard for the country and its future 
should learn and obey — Theie has been a wnaton 
destruction of forests on this coast, and it 15 con- 
tinued. When we first eame to this city, the 
grand heads of the venerable old redwood forests 
could be scen fringing the crests of the Contra 
Costa and Alamedahills. They have disappeared 
as effectually and entirely as have the native Indi- 
ans, who bave left only the shells and burned 
stones of their former rancherins to tell us they 
once lived here. If this process of forest de- 
struction continucs, unless it be offset. by cultiva- 
tion of other trees and shrubs, we may anticipate 
the time when this coast will be like that of Chili, 
Peru, and Lower Cahfornia, almost rainless, as 
portions of Arizona bave become, and unpeopled, 
although once contalning a large population and 
great cities. At present, fortunately, the bulk of 
California is in a condition fit for cultivation, 
with good promise of good crops, The cultiva- 
tor is under no neceasity for redeeming it from 
the blight of eternal drouth and desolation. There 
are portions of it, however, that are in that con 
dition. The sand plains between the coast rango 
of mountains and the Colorado River, are deso- 
late and forbiddingenough. But quite likely con- 
siderable portions of them will yet bear wonder- 
ful crops, For they can be redeemed, The trées 
and grass along “New River,” as it 3s called, a 
ravine which during a part of the year, is filled 
bythe high water of the Colorado, and flows 
from it toward the mountaifia—for these plains of 
sand descend from the Colorado toward the west- 
ern hills—show plainly enough by their luxuiiant 
growth that only water is needed to redeem that 
barren desert, Thero was a plan and a proposi- 
tion to do this years ago, but the Commissioner 
of the Land Office got it into Ins head that that 
vast desert of sand contained immensely valuabje 
mines, and 80 ho reported against Congress grant- 
ing the privilege. The result is a, continuance of 
useless snnd, of service to nobody. Yet euch por- 
tions of that sand desert as are susceptible of be- 
ing watered are capable of producing nuy semi- 
tropica] and many tropical piante, in great abun- 
dance, for the climate is itself almost tropical. 
There Is an illustration of this capacity of sand 
for production and its effects, in the town of Is- 
mulía and its surrounding country, lately come 
into noto from the fact ot its location on the line 
of the Suez Canal. The facts connected with it, 
as stated by an English journal, are so interesting, 
and See to the condition of our own Colo- 

rado Desert, that we quote them: 

t Ismalia, a town of six thousand inhabitants, 
was, but a few years since, a diy, sandy desert, 
on which rain was never known to fall, All is 
now transformed. The old dried-up basin of 
Lake Timsah has been again filled with water 
from tho Nilo by n fresh water canal. Trees, 
shrubs and plants grow rapidly wherever the soil 
ia irrigated, and the artificial oasis widens fast. 
Accompanying this extraordinary transformation 
of the aspect of the place, there has been a cor- 
responding change in the climate. At tho pres- 
ent tine, Ismalía, during eight months in the year, 
is probubly the benithicst spot in northern Egypt. 
The mean temperature from Juno to September 
is ninoty-four degrees F., the four following 
months seventy-four degrees, and the four Win- 
ter months forty-tive degrees, Until two years 
ago, rain was unknown, but in twelve months 
ending in April last there were actually fourteen 
days on whith rain fell, and lately there fell a tre- 
mendous shower of rain, a phenomentn which 
the oldest Arab had never previously witnessed. 
Rain venses to fall on a country deprived of its 
Íoreste, or only falls in violent storms. Here we

bestow on their giant of the mysterious future. 

lean most fully assure you that if high hopes, 
towering aspirations, and an utter disreg d for 
the truth, will make a great city, this San Diego 
hus a future before it that will make little cities 
like London, Paria and New York blush at their 
diminutiveness, But, on the other band, if good 
soll, good water, fine wood, lumber, grain, and, in 
fact, ugricultural resources of every description, 
are necessary to make a city, then. San Diego has 
already reached the loftiest pinnacle of her glory. 
She is now as high as unprincipled land specula- 
tors, lying newspapers, and Ben. Holladay’s 
steamship line can ever make her. 

During the past year thoueands of persons have 
been induced to come here, under tho bellef that 
the Southern Pacific railroad was fast approach- 
Ing this point; that there were thousands—yes, 
milllons—of acres of the finest agricultural land 
in the world for sale cheap, and only waiting for 
laborers to produce abundant harvests ; that there 
were many rivers and swollen streams of water 
flowing through the country; which only required 
labor to spread them over the rich valleys and 
fertile plains to produce speedy and abundant re- 
turns.

In consequence of false representations made 
by Fremont's agent in Paris, six or seven millions 
of this company’s railroad bonds were sold, and 
the money actually paid for them; but when the 
facts were made known, the agent was arrested 
by the police in Paris Jor swindling, and all the 
moncy secured, except about $200,000, which Fre- 
mont captured 

In regard to the agricultural resources of this 
country, 1618 an absolute fact that farming land, 
except in small patches here and there, does not 
exist J speak from actual observation, having 
frequently been here before, and tiaveled much 
in the back poitions of the county. 

High mountains and bairen deserts abound in 
great profusion, but good farming land, flowing 
rivers and bright streams of water exist only in 
the imagination of land sharks and Taggart, the 
gassy editor ot the San Diego Union. Sin Diego 
at this time imports her barley from Anaheim, 
her cows from Los Angeles, her flour and vegeta- 
bles of every description from San Francisco. 
Everything she consumes 38 imported, and the 
money that pays for it is brought here by persons 
who.have been deluded by the false promises of 
lying speculators, assisted by Ben. Holladay, who, 
of course, is well paid by carying them to and fro 
on his steamers 

Many of the recent arrivals here are poor men 
with families, who have spent all or nearly all 
their means In getting here, and now find 1t utter- 
ly impossible either to get employment or get 
awty. 

It 1s high time such barefaced and heartless 
swindling had come to sn end Like all other 
towns on the Pacific coast, from Sitka to Guyamas, 
San Diego suflers much from the heurtless man- 
ner in which ghe is trented by the great dictator of 
teamsters and steamers. 

Four days before the steamer sailed the other 
day from San Francisco, every berth and state- 
room on bonrd was sold, and all who came after 
that—men, women and children—bad to sleep on 
the floor, but little better off than the pigs and 
sheep that came aa freight and were stored on tbe 
guaids close to the passengers. You can easily 
imagine that the perfume from these animals, en- 
tering the windows where these women and 
children were sleeping, must have had a soothing 
effect. But I will pursue this portion of a dis- 
gusting subject uo further, 

The provisions furnished on the ship are on a 
par with the sleeping accommodations. The fol- 
lowing story may cause n smile of disgust, al- 
though I do not vouch for its truth . 

One morning nt the breakfast table a passenger 
asserted that a portion of the dinner was com- 
posed of the remnants of a previous meal; “aud 
now,” says he, “to prove it, I will take one of the 
flies out of this hash (which he accordingly did), 
and I will mark it thus (removing a portion of 
one of its wings) and place it back In the dish. 
Now," says he, “PI'I bet you a new hat I cau find 
that same flyin the soup this afternoon at din- 
ner The bet was taken, and sure enough the 
fly with the mutilated wing was that same day

Curious Scene in Egypt~-The Sheikh's 
Ride Over a Roadway of Living 
Bodies. 


= agerem 


The nccounts given by special correspondents 
at Cairo of the festivities in honor of the Proph- 
els birthday this year are very eurlotis.. Among 
the most singular featnres of the festival is the 
ride of the Sheikh over n roadway of living bod- 
les to the mosque, a progress thus recorded : 

As a sort of advance guard there caine a mob 
of half-naked men, shouting, yelling, howling. 
Sone whiiled round and round, tossing their 
urms aloft as they whirled; some were foaming 
at the mouth, others bad anakes coiled round 
thelr necks, snakes hanging trom between their 
teeth, snakes twisted and squeezed between their 
hands; some had bare swords, which they brand- 
ished in the uir. There were men with skewers 
stuck through their checks, men with iron spikes 
headed with heavy iron balls, who kept spinning 
the point of the ships upon their palms till the 
pieces of the sharp jagged steel, attached by 
chains to the ball, began to fly round and round, 
aud then they made a feint to bring tha whirling 
balls so near their necks as to lash and gash 
nose, mouth and eyes with the revolving blades ; 
a feint which, however, was not eaivried into ac- 
tion, us the police seized them and pushed them 
on. 

As the harsh strains of the band came sharper 
and clearer, the yelling grew môre frantic, the | 
shouts more like the inartuculate cries of animals 
in pain, leas like those of human bemgs And | 
then the shrieks, yells and eres were drowned 
jor a moment as the colleges of dervishes came 
marching past, each with its sacred banner and 
He band of musie. There was some attempt at 
melody, but 1t seemed to me as it the musicians 
themselves were carried. away by the frenzy of 
the moment and played upon their instruments 
us then fingers chanted the fall, while they joined 
in the yelling shriek of * Alah-el-Aliah!? On 
they cune troop. after troop of green turbaned 
dervishes. with their flags and music, and be- 
tween every two troops there pressed and pushed 
the reat guard of the mad, screaming. mob, 
winch led the way in front.

Science discloses that worlds and sans are de- 
structible, and that aggregate humanity itself 
may be overtaken with sudden annihilation, if it 
has no spiritual existence and no immaterial 
sphere. Suns have disappeared from the heav- 
ens by conflagration ; and the spectroscope has 
lately proved that thousands on thousands of 
miles of hydrogen are blazing about our own 
sun As Inte ns last year, a star in the constel- 
lation of the Northern Crown (t Corona), sud- 
denly came luminous as n star of the first magni- 
tude; the spectroscope proved that it was 
unother conflagration of hydrogen. and that the 
increase must have been accompanied by an in- 
crease of heat, which would augment 780 times 
the heat of all bodies within its influence. Such 
an explosion on our sun (now actually subject 
to a similar phonomena on a smaller, and yet a 
stupendous scale) would consume to vapor our 
whole system. ‘The fact that these catastrophes 
do take place in the heaveus, is now indisputa- 
ble ; heretofore the sndden illumination and dis- 
apperrance of suns could not be explained, but 
the new spectroscopic apparatus demonstrates 
that they are caused by the combustion of hy- 
drogen gas. St. Peter's. picture (iii;7-12) of the 
fate of our system, laughed at by the skeptics, is 
acttally going on, by their own acknowledge- 
ment, in distant systems.—Zion’s Herald.

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What Are “Good Indians?” 


—À 


I perceive in your issue of yesterday some re- 
marks on what is said to bea rapor of General 
Thomas on the condition of the affalrs of the 
Pima and Maricopa Indians, and Y am induced to 
believe tbat General Thomas mast have received 
his information from unrellable sources, I was 
agent for the Pima and Maricopa Indians for six 
years, and lived on their reseryation for ten 
years, and I am in constant correspondence with 
persons living in that section of the country : if 
any great change in the state of affairs hod taken 
pate I should assuredly bave been informed 
of it. ; 

The Pimas and Marlcopas are good Indians, 
but, faithful to their savage instincts, they want 
nil they can get, and get all they can, and they 
steal, too; but though they have killed man 
Mexicana they have not murdered any Amer 
cans. 

About ten years ago I went about eight miles 
above their reservation, where at the time.they 
dated not go, unless in large bands. from fear ot 
the Apaches, and I took up a tract of 640 acres 
of land. The Indians approved of it, and every- 
thing was right, until settlers planted themselves 
on the Gila River, above them; then the Indians 
came out in their natural character. Abuut 600 
white men live near the Gila. higher up than the 
Indians, and have valuable farms, but none 
within six miles of the reservation. I know asa 
positive fact that the Vimas and Maricopas have. 
on their retuin from a fight with the Apaches, 
turned their horses—80 in number—into the 
cornfields of the white farmers, when the corn 
was nearly ripe, and completely destroyed it, 
and dared the farmers to resent the mischief 
done. They came to me,as Indian Agent. but 
what could I do, who had uot a cent of public 
funds at my disposal and never received the first 
dollar in payment for my services? When they 
steal horses and cattle, which they do whenever 
they have a chance, there are no means of resto- 
lation. 

I can vouch for Colonel Ruggles, the Indian 
Agent referred to in the Bulletin in General 
Thomas’ report, being an honest man, and I can 
assert that be has no land within twelve miles of 
the reservation referred to.and many good, loyal 
men, who served their country during the war, 
have ranches above it. If General Thomas had 
been himself on the spot, f should have believed 
Ins repoit, but hnowing the country and people 
as I do, having interests there, and being con- 
stantly posted up in the enrrent events of the 
place, I feel very much inclined to believe that 
neither Colonel Ruggles nor any other white 
man has squatted on the reservation, and that 
the information on which General Thomas bases 
his report is the result of some disagreement be- 
tween those from whom he received it and the 
alleged syuatters.—.1. M. While, in Alta. 


The Future State. 


The belief, the hope, that there is a future in 
which the wrongs of suffering humanity will be 
righted, has been plowed into the conscience ot 
mankind by the oppression of centuries. But 
that men held a doctrine of future retribution for 
wrong-doing they would have sunk into despair. 
Theodosius ordered the slaughter of the popula- 
tion of a city because his statues had been de- 
faced. Adanibezek ent off the thumbs and great 
toes of threescore and ten kings, and made them 
gather crumbs under his table. Cæsar wished 
mankind had but one neck that he might hack 
through it, Justinian blinded the saver of his 
throne. The King of Dahomey sips sugar and 
water while a hundred human beings are massa- 
ered before his eyes, and their blood is being 
puddled with the blood of tigers. History paints 
oppression whirling its bloody lash after man, 
and man in the madness of his despair flying like 
Orestes to the temple of God, and there sitting 
as a suppliant, sullen and resolute: “Here wili 
I keep my station. and await the event of judg- 
ment." Withont a belief in God, the Avenger of 
all such as call upon Him, and a future life in 
whieh the wicked should cease from troubling 
and be toubled himself in tarn, man, the most 
down-trodden of all creatures, would wrap his 
mantle about his face, creep like a wounded hare 
into a corner and sob himself to death. The be- 
lief in a just God and a future state in which 
wrongs will be redressed. has been forced into 
prominence to restrain despotism. Even with 
such a beligf the earth is full of violence, but 
witbont she’ would brim over. Take away the 
idea of responsibility and the fear of future ret- 
ribution, and the veriest king dog will become a 
king stork. A belief in a future of rewards aud 
punishments has thus been a natural escape for 
men groaning under despotism. Under the most 
stinging wrongs be must and will hope, and 
hoping believe, that somewhere there is One 
above the wrong-doer, and that at some time He 
will recompense the wrong done. When oppres- 
sion is most intolerable, the conviction of a fu- 
ture of retributive justice is most lively, but 
when prosperity smiles it is almost forgotten. 
When absolute monarchy or fendal despotism 
racked men wantonly, men trusted that hereafter 
the king and the noble would writhe in the ago- 
nies they inflicted on their snbjects. When the 
power of the crown and the corones is assumed 
by Justice. men hope that there is no future of 
suffering, or believe that it is easily evaded. 
Thus inthe times when Roman despotism bad 
reached its nome, men burst away from the sla- 
very popularly called citizenship, and realizing 
with an awful intensity the justice of God, which 
they imprecated on the tyrants. They fasted 
and tortured their bodies in dens and caves of 
the earth, that they might satisfy during life that 
divine justice which they believed would as 
surely exact satisfaction for their offences ns it 
would wreak vengeance on the oppressor for his 
crimes. If we turn fo later ages, when political 
wrong-doing is less in amount, or affects indi- 
vidunls less perceptibly, we find that the sense of 
Divine justice and the belief in future retribu- 
tion fade from the religions horizon, and that 
faith is taught to justify and insure a hedven, 
even withont repentance.—4. Burling Gould.

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FREE LOVE AND EASY DIVORCES. 


The Pemale Suffragans on Promiscuous 
Affection—Darkness, Diabolism, 
and Chadds.

Conventicles and meetings of the women's 
rights women are increasing. East and West, and 
they are widening the syhere of their discussions 
from women’s rights in the matter of suffrage to 
"everything in the heaven above, in the earth 
below, and in the watérs under the earth.” But 
atthe last Woman's National Suffrage Associa- 
tion meeting in this city, the McFarland-Rich- 
ardson tragedy, with all its shocking details and 
teachings, was the engrossing subject of the 
evening’s debates and resolutions. 

Mrs. Norton led off in a resolution against the 
manufacturing of public opinion in behalf of an 
assassin, declaring that “had Sickles and Oole 
both suffered the just punishment of their crimes 
this (Richardson) murder wonld never have been 
committed.” Upon this hint a woman's rights 
maa of the free love order, named Pool, took up 
the subject. He contended that the divorce laws 
of New York were not free and easy enough; 
that the death-bed marriage of Richardson and 
Mra. McFarland upon that Indiana divorce was a 
glorious thing, though in deflance of the Jaws of 
New York; that women are loaded down with 
laws, and he objected to all laws affecting wo- 
men, because they are women, and so on, Next 
came Mrs. Blake. who, having a busband of her 
own, did not admire these lax divorce laws of 
the Western States. In France during the Reign 
of Terror, when the divérce laws were relaxed, 
awoman could not go toa public assemblage 
withous seeing six or eight *different husbands, 
and Mrs. Blake did not want anything of that 
hind, Mrs. Norton, for her part, thought that à 
state of society which allowed a woman six or 
eight husbands was much better than the order 
of society under which a poor woman was oblig- 
ed to live with a husband she detested. This, 
surely, was “speaking right out in meeting." 
Mrs Summerby. horrified, no doubt, at Mrs. Nor- 
ton's ideas of women's rights, suggested that the 
real question before the society was womun's 
right to the ballot. 

A certain Dr. Hoeber here put in his oar, gan- 
tending that women's rights in matrimony were 
dependent upon their possession of the right of 
suffrage. In the deplorable fact that none of the 
newspapers had come forth to the detense of Mrs. 
McFarland you could see how women are treat- 
ed. In fact. he pronounced our present system 
of marriage as nothing but prostitution. Mis. 
Norton backed up this ‘tree love doctor, and 
contended that the question of suffrage and the 
question of divorce laws were mother and child, 
This simply means that the ultimatum of these 
woman suffrage associations is freelove and easy 
divorces. 

This, then, as the upshot of woman suffrage. is 
the entertainment to which the American people 
are invited—free love and free and easy divorces 
—comprehending the abolition of the family. 
and the substitution "of the Fourierite phalanx 
or the juvenile asylum for the children of the 
community. , What a horrible mess of darkness, 
diabolism, and chaos. to be sure? In the face of 
such impudent and startling revelations from 
these free love men in petticoats and those old 
women in breeches, and in view of their atro- 
cious designs upon society, McFarland will be 
apt to be considered the avenger of an outraged 
community rather than an offender against its 
laws. Indeed, with a few more of these out- 
spoketi free love women’s rights meetings on the 
Richardson assassination it will be impossible to 
obtain a jury on the case.—. Vei York Herald.

Curious Fact of History—The Most. Remarkable 
and Disastrous of the Crusades.

One of the most startling effects of this monk- 
ish delusion was the crusade of the little chil. 
dren. A band of 50,000 children from Germany 
and France set out in 1212 to redeem, the holy 
sepuleber. A peasant child of Vendome first 
assumed the cross in France, and soon an increas- 
ing throng of boys and girls gathered arounil 
him as he passed from Paris to the South, and 
witha touching simplicity declured that the 
meant to go to Jeruselem to deliver the sepul- 
cher of the Saviour. Their parents and relations 
in vain endeavored to dissuade them; they es- 
caped from their homes; they wandered away 
without means of subsistence; and they believed 
that a miracle would dry up the Mediterranean 
Sea and enable them to pass eafely to the shores 
of Syria. Atlength a body of seven thousand 
of the French children reached Marseilles, and 
here they met with a strange and unlooked for 
doom. At, Marseilles were slave traders who 
were accustomed to purchase or steal children 
in order to sell them to the Saracens. Two of 
these monsters, Ferres and Porcus, engaged to 
take the young crusaders to the Holy Land with- 
out charge, and they set sail in seven &hlps for 
the East. Two of the vessels were sunk on the 
passage, with all their passengers, the others ar- 
rived safely, and the bappy children were sold 
by their betrayers in the slave markets of Alex- 
andria and Cairo. Other larga bodies of children 
came from Germany, across the Alps. Many 
perished from hunger, heat and disease; and a

Summary of News. 


" The Canadian rebels have gone and dono it. 

They have set up for themselves, and conse- 
quently bearded the British lion in n den. 
They call thein country ^ Rupert's Land," and 
have issued a Declaration of Independence, 
signed by John Bruce, President, and Lonis 
Reille, Secretary, which sets forth that the peo- 
ple of Rupert's Land and of the Northwest Ter- 
ritory, have established a Provisional Govern- 
ment and hold it to be the only lawful authority 
now in existence in Rupert's Land, which claims 
the obedience and respect of the people. 

A lying dispatch was sent over the wires from 
New York, December 25, which stated that "Six- 
teen disabled soldiers were turned out peaniless 
from the Brooklyn Poor-house yesterday, because, 
as stated by the Superintendent, they were Re- 
publieans. They are all cripples.” A later dis- 
patch contradiots this, and proves, conclusively, 
that it was made out of whole cloth by some 
malignant Radical. 

The operators in the Memphis and El Paso 
Railroad stock had commenced “gouging” each 
other, and soon the grand awindle will explode. 
A recent dispatch is as follows: “William A. 
Farman was arrested, charged with converting 
to his own uso $150,000 of bonds of the Mem- 
phis, El Paso and Pacific Railroad. of which he 
was Assistant Treasurer in París, The order of 
arrest was on a civil suit to recover the money, 
a motion was made before the Court of Common 
Pleas to vacate the order of arrest, because the 
action arose in Paris between two non-residents. 
The decision was reserved.” 


A St. Louis despatch, of the 25th ult, says: 
* Lieut, C. L. Spear, agent, and W. J. Godfrey, 
interpreter for the Southern Ute Indians. deny 
the recent statement of apprehended troubles 
with the Utes and Apaches. The Apaches are 
‘ont on a hunt but do not refuse to go on their 
reservation. A report to this effect originated 
in the jealousy of the people of New Mexico, 
who desire the Agency in Colorado broken up 
and established in New Mexico, that they may 
secure the benefit arising from the Government 
appropriation. The Utes are peaceable and 
manifest a desire to cultivate education and the 
privileges of edueation. They are well provided 
for and well contented.” The Apaches spoken 
of in this despatch are those known on the fron- 
tier as “Plain Apaches.” The Apaches of Ari- 
zona are a different branch of the accursed fam- 
ily. 

Destructive fires had taken place in Philadel- 
phia. Property to the amount of $100,000 was 
destroyed. 

Ellis’ cotton packing house, at New Orleans, 
was burned on the night of the 25th ult. Loss 
$30,000. 

Casey, Collector of the Part of New Orleans, 
has had a difficulty with the Republican newspa- 
per about some Democrats whom the Collector 
was forced to keep in the Custom House, he be- 
ing unable to find Radicals competent to fill 
their places, 

Ex-Policeman Kain, of Detroit, Michigan, was 
found dead in the street one morning recently, 
his throat cut from ear to ear. 

General Ames, autocrat of Mississippi, has or- 
dered the Legislature to be convened on the 11th 
of January.

But, there is 
no provision in the “Howell Code,” or its dips, 
spurs and angles—the Acts—to make these fel- 
lows work, The Legislature of 1867 did pass an 
act authorizing the Sherifls of the various coun- 
ties to employ “convicts who shall have been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment in any county jail, at

44rand Ceremonies—'The Opening Address— 
The Benediction—The Illuminations, . 


A correspondent of the London 7'imes, writing 
from Port Sald, under date of November 16th, 
thus describes the ceremony of opening of the 
Suez Canal: 


The ceromony of inaugurating the Canal was 
held at three o'clock to-day, on tbe seashore in 
front of the Quai Eugenie. a line of chalets fac- 
ing nearly north of the Mediterranean It was 
certainly the most gingular sight I ever saw. 
People who have seen much more than myself 
declared that anything at all like it they had 
never seen. Strange things have passed in the 
world, Old and New ; but it really may be ques- 
tioned if there was ever anything more atrik- 
ing in every point of view than the spectacle 
presented at 3 o'clock to-day. On a thin bank 
of sand castup by the sea, which never ceases 
to throw its rolling columns on the shore, as if 
to recover, by incessant attack, the domain it 
had lost. there were the representatives of the 
great Powers of the Western world, engaged in 
a ceremony odd in some of its features, but 
touching: fo those who saw it to n greater degree 
than will perhaps be credited by those who read 
an attempt at the. description of it. Remember 
that Port suid is situated on a mere strip of 
beach sepeiacing the Mediterranean from the 
Salt Water Lake or inland sea of Menzoleh— 
the Pelusiae Gulf which spreads right und left 
fur many miles away, and extends inland further 
than the eye can reach The port is cut out ol 
this bank, the jetties which form the entrance 
extend out trom the bank as the piers at Ryde, 


Bughton, and sinilar places advance into the sea. 
The wooden houses of the town stretch fiom seu 
to lake The Canal marks its. comse by two 
ndges of brown earth which rise out of the 
lake, resembling a snbmerged railway cutting 
In the basins carved out of the sand of the 
beach, between the sea and the lakeare thefieets 
of nearly ever nation in. the world, repiesented 
by theit ships and flags. 

THE ASSEMBLAGE, DECORATIONS, EMBLEMS, ETC, | 


In front of the line of chalets forming the Quai , 
Engenie, which faces the sea und its joyous roll- | 
ers, there was erected a square covered estrade, 
with a handsome canopy, beautifully decorated | 
with fags and emblems carpeted and garlanded, ' 
rising about 20 feet above the level of the beach | 
Some 50 yards in front were two platforms 
nemer to the sea. That to the lelt was draped 
with the flags of Mahomet, that to the right was | 
distinguished by a cross in front and a number | 
of flags of Christian nations The sand lies dee 
inthe “streets” of Port Said. From the arti- 
fioal quay where the guests were to land the 
Canal Company bad laid down a line of planks 
on the principle of tbe American corduroy rond,

The whole of 
this wooden way was lined by the troops of the 
Egyptian Viceroy, and on either ride of them 
was ranged a very quaint and cosmopolitan 
crowd, It would be impossible to describe this 
singuiar assemblage, halt-naked Arabs and dec- 
omted uatforined. men of Europe-—children. of 
Ishmael as they have been for untold centuries, 
and children of Japhet as they are according to 
the mode of Parie to-day On the principal es- 
trade there was a dine of chairs placed under a 


the too smaller but somewhat similar structures 
nitended for the religious. service. The ceremo- 
mes begin to the moment, and the flotilla of 
boats conveying those great personages who 
were to take pait im it, began to push off for the 


THE ROYAL POSITION. 


In the front line before these damasked chairs 
there stood, beginning on the right. the princess 
of Holland: the Khedive in his uniform of blue 
and gold dace. with his great broad green ribbon, 
and bis ecimitar with a lilt blazing with jewels; 
the Empress, who looked as though her voyage 
on the Nile had taken her back to the early days 
of her young life, was ina lavender silk dress, 
cut low and trimmed with immense flounces of 
white and a hat with a large black feather. Her 
Majesty. before the ceremonies began. spoke for 
some minutes to Mrs Elliot, who was behind ber, 
and it was remarked that she spoke frequently 
to the Emperor of Austria on her left; the Em- 
peror of Austria, in that incomparable uniform 
of white snow-white, tume, cocked hat, with 
green plume, and scarlet pantaloons, next to 
him the Crown Prince of Prussia, looking a sol- 
dier every inch of all bis great height; the 
Piince of Orange next, and then Prince William, 
of Hegse. 


COMMENCEMENT OF THE CEREMOMIES, 


After a short pause, which afforded every one 
a good opportunity of looking at the personages 
on the platform, the venerable Sherk who stood 
in the Mahomedan kiosk advanced to the front, 
his four attendent maulvies remaining in the rear, 
and there unfolding a manuscript, he began to 
read in a voice which was rendered almost in- 
audible by the murmurs of the crowd engaged 
in conversation, and by the moan of the waves 
on the beach. When he came forward, the Khe- 
dive, Empress, Emperor, and all. stood up and 
uncovered, and thus remained while, for some 
five or six minutes, the aged man. in a language 
not understood by most of the people gathered 
around him, prayed for the success of the Canal, 
and eulogized those engaged tn it. 

Nearly every one took off his bat or hend cov- 
oring, except, of course, tho Mussulman popula- 
tion. Before he concluded, the procession of 
the Catholic clergy made its way through the 
crowd to the platform erected for their service— 
the Archbishop of Alexandria, Monsignor Bauer, 
and 20 ecclesiastics in their vestments, with aco- 
lytes bearing papers, preceded by javelinmen. 
On reaching the elevated platform on which an 
altar was erected with a cross, flanked by six 
hnge candles, priests chanted a service, during 
which second guns were fired by the ships. It 
was very picturesqe ceremony, The chief 
ecclesiastics wore splendid robes, and there were 
friars with shaven crowns and large beards, and 
acolytes in red and white robes. The multitude 
with bare heads listened attentively, and all the 
while some half-naked Arabs paddled about in 
the water close at hand. When the service was 
concluded the guns were still engaged in their 
monotonous work. 


TOE ADDRESS. ` 


M. Bauer then advanced to the front of the 
platform, and delivered a most eloquent and im 


passioned oration, to which I regret.I cannot do 
jastice Addressing the great people on the 
platform. be declared that history would record 
that duy as the most memorable, not only of the 
nineteenth century, but almost of the world. 
The work Which had been said impossible, had 
been accomplished. There was no longer an old 
world and a new. Turning to the east, he halled 
the splendid radiant mother of our race, the 
nurse of civilization, and the cradle of our faith. 
Turning to the west. he apostrophized the old 
Europe. from which bad come new life to man- 
kind. The sublime grandiose operation, which 
men had pronounced to be futile, would unite 
all nations. The material aspect of the Canal. 
important and interesting as it was, with a glo- 
rious future must not be permitted to make us 
loose sight of the grand relations of the work to 
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childred In red and blue wading about them, 
searcely heedful of the striking show; to the 
right the smoking cannon, telling the tale of the 
august arrivals ; still further on the gay, nodding 
colors and clustered masts of the port, and be- 
hind aM the broad Mediterranean, dotted here 
and there with sails stealing calmly away into 
the pure delicate blue of the northern sky. The 
costumes of Christian and Mahommedan, of 
Arab, Greek. Egyptain, Jew, and Gentile, of the 
preacher of peace and the minister of war, the 
fur-bordered cloak of the Russian and the cot- 
ton wrappings of the African, the sombre black 
of the citizen and the embroidered stole of the 
Catholic as he made his way with cross and sym- 
bol to the altar—all these were there, wrought 
into a picture for which even the great Empress’ 
memory, crowded thongh it be with souvenirs of 


civilization and the happiness of mankind. He | fetes and ceremonies, could scarcely bave found 


called on them to render homage to the ruler 
who had by bis liberal policy encouraged the 
enterprise. Let him receive,from priestly lips 
the expression of Christian gratitude for the gen- 
erous protection accorded to their faith, He 
had wisely and, bravely encouraged the grand 
work, and Egypt would call him her regenera- 
tor, and history would inscribe his. name on the 
noble roll of the benefactors of humanity. In 
the land of the Pharaohs he had struck off the 
fetters of ancient prejudices, and had seen in the 
country which was famous for its ancient gran- 
deur and for the evidences of its old glories, & 
work which would do fur more for the happiness 
of the whole human family. A very charming 
passage was devoted to the man to whom so 
much was due, whose genius. fortitude, and al- 
most superhuman energy, contending against 
innumerable obstacles. led him through years of 
difficulty and toil to such a glorious end. M. de 
Lesseps, who stood bebind the Empress, wearing 
the ribbon of the Medjidie, seemedmuch moved, 
as in an eloquent sentence Monsignor Bauer 
compared him to Christopher Columbus, and said 
his name would henceforth be inscribed among 
the names of those who had. like the Genoese 
navigator, conferred inestimable benefits on man- 
hind Indeed, I am not quite sure that he did 
not draw a comparison between the two to the 
advantage of the distinguished Frenchman, who 
certainly 18. not to be accused of vanity or an 
eager desire for praise, however much he may be 
moved by a high ambition, The mention of M. 
de Lesseps’ name was received with cheers and 
cries of “bravo,” and the Empress turned to- 
wards him and made a slight inclination, and the 
Emperor of Austria also moved a little and nod- 
ded his head as if to express bis concurrence in 
the praise. The eloquent eulogist made n most 
feeling and tender allusion to those who had fal- 
len in the course of the work victims in the 
campaign of civilization—the * obscure illustres." 
who had had given their lives to the accomplish- 
ment of that for which ages to come would bless 
them In turn he addressed bis Apostolic Maj- 
esty, and congratulated him on the benefits 
which the Canal would in opening up a new 
world to the commerce and productions of his 
vast domains, and in a peroration full of elo- 
quence and power, with face upturned to 
heaven, he invoked the blessing of God on the 
work: p 

“Great Creator of the World and Father of 
all men—immense, eternal—bless this work 
Spread Thy spirit over the world Thou hast 
made Let justice and charity and love embrace 
all the peoples of the world from east to west, 
and bless them in time and in eternity." 

THE ILLUMINATIONS 

The ceremony was now over, but the excite- 
ment of such an event does not easily subside. 
There were people in tbe sandy thoroughfures 
which serve as streets and on the quays for 
honrs talking over the wonderful spectacle they 
had just witnessed; as night came on the whole 
world ashore and afloat, set about illuminating 
and ineworking The "down flags” at sunset 
was very effective, and it was such a sunset ag 
one can searcely see anywhere but in Egypt at 
this tine of year The illuminations of the ships 
ang streets, the rockets and fireworks, produced 
an immense effect, and when a moon of intense 
brightness rose high over thescene and blanched 
the water of the harbor into a polished mirror, 
in which every vessel and every ray of light was 
reflected, it was like faih y-land—a fairy-land in 
which steamers and men-of-war, and blue, green 
and red lights are admissible. 


The correspondent of the New York Times 
adds the following particulars: 


THE KHEDIVE AND THE EMPRESS. 


Although the other dignitaries paid close at- 
tention to the nddress and evidently henrd it 
with interest, if not with sympathy, the plump 
Khedive —1f he wére not a Khedive, and my 
host, I should deem ita veracions duty to call 
him pudgy—unmistabably looked on it às the 
climax of a bore.and in spite of Monseigneur 
Bauer's best efforts to rouse bim by a point 
blank compliment. he fairly fell asleep in his 
high arm-chair, and that but his toes touched the 
floor, he might have tumbled out before he woke, 
as he nodded the solemn assent of slumber to 
sentence. How nst the lady Eugenie have felt 
as she sat there, the real central figure of the 
brilliant group. with her dozing host at ber right 
hand and the Emperor of Anstria at her left? 
did she think that here indeed was a peaceful 
triumph for her France in. the achievement of a 
work under the tri-color that even the practical 
mind of Engtand declared to be an impossibility, 
and that another victory was indicated in the 
celebration of a rite of her beloved faith in the 
land and beside the service of Mehommedan- 
ism? Or did she only fiet at the high-b"ed civil- 
ity and courtly pleasure she must manifest in 
accepting the attentions of one man, the master 
of 2,000 wives, and of another, the natural ene- 
my of her hnsband’s dynasty? But, however 
wide her thoughts may have wandered as her 
oyes followed. half sadly, the waving hand of the 
priest in its sweep, now eastward, now westward 
in oratoric curves, or as they fell under vailing 
lids when her praises were rehearsed, they wore 
evidently bent on nothing but devotion as the 
mass went on, and she bowed in marked depth 
of reverence at the elevation of tbe Host and the 
benediction, and crossed herself with unmistaka- 
ble sincerity and fervor. 

A NEVER-TO-BE-FORGOTTEN VIEW. 


From this point the view was one never to be 
forgotten. Another flight of steps led down from 
the front of the platform just at the Empress’ 
feet, and on elther side of the pathway were 
clustered the people who a moment before had 
welcomed her as she mounted the sthirense to 
tho pavilion, mingled with others who hnd been 
long patiently waiting her arrival. Beyond them 
stood two kiosks, one dedicated to the Mussul- 
man setvice, the other to the Roman Catholic, in. 
the former of which the turbaned and long-robed 
ministers of the faith of Islam were waiting to 
begin their rite. To the left, a few low, brown. 
sandy spots of earth with bare-logged Arab

Railroad Adventure in Echo Canyon. 


The conductor on the Union Pacific Rallroad 
is named Miles—culled “Paddy miles," for short. 
He it was who early in tbe year wes running a 
train of ties and iron down Echo canyon when

,Dutchmen asleep on board, some distance be- 
bind, When tbey were discovered by Miles, 
however, tbey were on the down grade and 
coming upon him with the speed of the wind.

With the 
throttle chock open and the locomotive scream- 
ing outits alarm. they flew down the gorge, 
around curves, over bridges, past rockey points 
and bold headlands, but no faster than the tbun- 
dering cars behind. “Paddy’s” engine whistled 
the track open and free in advance of his arrival 
at the station for there was no time to pause— 
the train was nearing. so on they went, almost 
leaping from the track. Again the lecomotive 
rung out “switches open,” which was heard in 
Echo City, and though the trouble was unknown, 
they were ready when Paddy's train shot by 
like an arrow, his men throwing over tiesus they 
went, to ease the train from its load, and give 
them a better chance for life. It was well nigh 
unlonded when they saw the dreaded cars be- 
hind strike a tie which bad fallen across the track, 
and witha desperate plunge go over tbe em- 
bankment, a distnuce of from twenty to thirty 
feet. “Down brakes,” whistled the engine, and 
in a moment more the cars quietly entered Echo 
City, and waited for further developments. An 
excited crowd went back to bring 1n the dead 
bodies of the Dutchmen, but on reaching the 
scene of the wreck, both were sitting quietly on 
the bank smoking their pipes, having only woke 
up when they were pitched off the cars on the 
soft ground.—Denver Tribune.

Be- 
sides every public spnited citizen has a lauda- 
ble pride in having a paper of which he is not 
ashamed, even though he, should pick it up io 
New York. .A good looking, thriving sheet 
helps property, gives character to the locality, 
and tn many respects is a desirable public con- 
venience. If from any cause the matter in the 
local or editorial columns should not be your 
standard, do not cast it aside and pronounce it 
good fornothing, until satisfied that there has 
been no more labor bestowed upon it than is 
paid for. If you want a good readable paper it 
must be supported. It must not be supported 
in a spirit ot charity either, but because you 
teel it a necessity to support it. The local 
press is the power that moves the people.

BuowsLow IN THE SENATE.— The Washington 
correspondent of the New York Times of De- 
cember 15th thus notices Brownlow’s last sena- 
torial effort: 


Senator Brownlow to-day made hig personal 
explanation concerning his recent course in 
Tennesse. It was read from tbe Clerk's desk by 
the Secretary of the Senate. Its language was 
coarse, filthy and outrageous. He attacked his 
colleagues in the House, and was ruled ont of 
order by Vice President Colfax, who stopped 
the reading of the document, no Senator having 
the manliness to interpose against the tirade.

I have seen afamily of a 
woman and six children living in a room not 
larger than six feet by ten. with a child dead 
from small-pox wrapped ia rags and placed ni- 
der a bench to get it out of the way. I respeot- 
fully invite yonr attention to the condition of 
these people. It is well worthy of your serious 
consideration, not only from their own people, 
when they are sick and no longer able to work, 
but because they are accumulating in our Alms 
Houses and Lunatic Asylums. While they are 
able to work, they are looked ‘after by tbe éom- 
panies which have imported them; but when 
they become sick, imbecile, or dangerously in- 
sane, they are left to themselves to lie on a piece 
of matting and die, or are discarded by thelr own 
countrymen, taken up by the authorities, and 
sent to tbe Alms House or Lunatic Asylum. The 
companies who bring these people here should 
bo compelled to také care of them when they are 
unable to take care of themselves,”

Something Coming. 


A Column of Mrgnetic Light from the Sun Stretch~ 
ing out Toward the Earth.

The sun’s atmosphere, say the scientific men, 
is in a highly excited condition, A column of 
magnetic light is shooting out further aod fur- 
ther from the solar sphere, and it is now stretch- 
1ng out 45,000,000 of miles. In other words, it 
bas accomplished half the distance between us 
and the sun! The interesting question, and one 
on which. perhaps, we do not wish any more 
light of this character, is: How long will it be 
before it finishes the rest of the distance and 
bridges the gigantic chasm between the earth 
and the sun? Is it a messenger sent out to 
snatch us up for food for the insatiate monster 
that keeps himself warm by devouring planets, 
and whose fire-eating propensities this whole 
earth would satisfy fora few days only? If so, 
how long will tbis emissary be in reaching us, 
and carrying the globe away as if we were s 
gigantic lump of coal for a roaring furnace? 
Thia column of light at intervals indicates its 
approach by flashing and corruscating with fresh 
brilliancy. So decided are its effects that two 
astronomers, one at London, the other at Oxford, 
and neither knowing the experiences of the other, 
supposed that the dark glass of their telescopes 
had been broken or put ont of range, so strong 
was the flash of golden light upon the vision.

Placer Mining and Prospecting. 


The Now Bradshaw Diggings. 


‘The above industries have not been pushed with 
much vigor, so far this senson, but, just now, 
symptoms of activity are disceruable among the 
Jolly fellows who ply the plek and shovel among 
bowlders old, heavy and grey. The finding of 
new and reported rich diggings in the ravines 
making out of the western slope of the Bradshaw 
mountain has set our adventurous pioneers in 
motion, and sharpened thelr desires to dig and 
bag man's best, truest friend—gold. In our last, 
we merely gave place to n rumor that diggings 
which prospected as high as fifteen cents to the 
pan had been found, somewhere near Walnut 
Grove, Sinee then we bave made Inquiry about 
the matter and learned with much satisfactlon— 
that such prospects were actually got by a party 
of men, in some ravines that head in the Brad- 
shaw. We have forgotten the name of the creek 
into which the golden gulehes empty, but know 
that the creck Itself empties into the Hassayampa, 
near the ranch of L. R. Stephenson, at Walnut 
Grove. 

* Upon first bearing the news, we did not pay 


much attention to it; nor do we yet, unti! it is 
proven true or fnlse, which it soon will be, as a 
large party left here Monday afternoon last, with 
provisions, tools, and à set purpose to give the 
new diggings a fair trial. 

While not overly sanguine on subjecta like this, 
we firmly believe the party have struek a paying 
thing, in a country known to be gold bearing If 
the diggings are as extensive ns some think them 
to be, the find will provea valuable one for the 
Territory 

The finders brought thelr gold to town with 
them, and, those who saw it ony it was of a very 
coarse character Parties wishing to go to the 
new mines, must, if they would find them easily, 
take the trail from Prescott to Walnut Grove, 
thence that leading southward to the Bully Bueno. 

Should the above diggings fail to pan out, it is 
not at all likely that those who have gone out to 
work thein, and those who are certain to follow 
them, will retuin without making an effort to find 
other diggings In such case we advise them to 
try the ravines and gulches, high up on the west- 
ern summit of the Bradshaw mountain, and, 
should they fail to find sutlielent gold to reim- 
burse them for their labor, they should then cross 
over the. divide and prospect the tributaries of 
Oak oi Humbug creck, and we'll wager a small 
sum that they will find plenty of rich dirt, and, 
very kely, lota of water to wash it The coun- 
try at the head of Oak creck is decidedly a rich 
loohinz mineral country We, ourself, have pros- 
pected it slightly, and never fiuled to get from one 
to five ceuts to the pan Itis a brushy country, 
and contains plenty of game,—auch us bear, deer 
and Indians 

The finding of moderately rich and extensive 
placer mines m the region of country spoken of, 
would tend to settle up the Southern slope of the 
Setri Prieta, and attract attention to tbe numer- 
ous rich lodes on that side of the range 

In our last, we stated that a party had just ar- 
rived here from the region north of Prescott, 
where, they said, they had tound very rich. dig- 
gings The tales told by them excited some of 
our citizens, but the excitement did not last long, 
as the “finders of the diggings” seemed to weaken 
when the time fixed by them for starting back 
Some say the whole story was made out 
of whole cloth, and that the men who made the 
story never saw the Little Colorado in their lives.

“The-Rearing of Children.” 


{Erom the Now Orleans Picayune.) 

There 1s no art which is so little, or so imper- 
fectly understood, as the art of training children. 
Not through any lack of study, however, for I 
believe that parents in general are theorizers upon 
the subject to a very great extent. 

Long before they have arrived at the station of 
father and mother, the idea has engrossed their 
attention—thelr walks in'life have led them where 
observation has taught that few children are 
reared properly. Wilfulness, petulance, à spirit 
of rebellion under restraint, and all things which 

0 to make children disagreeable, they find to their 
éarts content and they forthwith bestow upon 
the matter a vast, deal of thought. They can read 
Wy perceive where the fault lies, and inwardly re- 
solve that when the time comes they will show to 
tbe world what children shonld be. Time usu- 
ally proves to them that theory and practice are 
woreda ot entirely difierent meanings and ‘they 
find themselves in turn the warning which others 
have been to them. 

To a student of human nature, much interést is 
attached to the different comprehensions of the 
subject exhibited by parents in the training of 
children, Some entertain as a pet idéa that stern- 
ness and severity are the surest roads to success 
in the management of the little ones, crushing 
out of the young heart the filial affections of child- 
hood, gaining obedience or submission (not love) 
through fear, and parting wider and wider the 
heart of parent and child. 

Fa pitiful! How sad the thought that the 
spirit which shbonld be nurtured beneath the skies 
of affection's best love, cherished as something 
too sacred for the bestowal of one unkind thought 
should be thus cut to the earth and trampled in 
the dust. 

Others, extremists of another kind, lavish up- 
on their children affectionate tenderness and love 
to that extent that they become blind to the faults 
of nature, and humored, petted and indulged—the 
dear things—result in perfect types of spoiled 
children, and of all things disagreeable upon earth, 
there isnothing much more so than a spoiled 
child. 

It may be true that: 

"It isn't all the bringing up, 
Let folks say what they will, 
Though time may dim a silver cup 
Jt will be silver stilt.” 

And I doubt not that many parents use that bit 
of moral philosophy to console themselves for 
the evil results attendant upon their efforts to 
"bring up a family." Like “Topsy,” their chil- 
dren were not raised—they “ growed." 

The theory that children should be an honor to 
their parents for the reason that they have been 
the cause of care, trouble and anxiety, is a vicious 
one; as if children had a voice in. their creation, 
and shonid be made responsible for the: burden. 
I admit:that such things should have certain 
weight; but à parent's love will accomplish what 
no other means can, A loving porent will be to 
a child a lite-long remembrance—a sweet recol- 
lection; and who that has felt a mother’s love, 
but will echo these thoughts with energy and hal- 
low them with a tear. ;

Esteem your brother to be good, and he is so. 
Confido in the half virtuous man, and he becomes 
wholly virtuous. Encourage your pupll by the 
assumption that he possesses certain faculties, 
and they will be developed in him; look upon 
him as incapable of cultivation, and he continues 
so.

Description of the People of Yokohama. 


Frank Farington, special correspondent of 
the Virginia (Nevada) Enterprise, in a letter 
dated Yokohama, December 1, thus writes of 
the population of that place: 


The number of natives resident here is be- 
yond computation, as thousands of them are 
wandering with no fixed residerfce. They are 
of two classes only: the governed (or coolies) 
and the rulers. A man with two swords is 
styled a Yakonin, and his weapons are ob- 
tained usually by birth, but frequently by 
service to some Prince or Daimio, They are, 
without exception, I believe, hostile to Euro- 
peans, hating them cordially, and, when un- 
der the influence of “saki” (a liquor like pure 
spirits), have no greater ambition than mur- 
dering a foreigner. They are a numerous and 
dangerous class,so dangerous thut no for- 
eigner is safe beyond the city without a 
strong guard. The coolie population are the 
most abject slaves, and dare not do ought for- 
bidden by a two-sworded man, under pen- 
alty of loosing their heads. "They wear a 
single garment, and do all kinds of labor of 
the most degrading character. They are dir- 
ty, covered with vermin and infested with 
foul disease; will steal anything and every- 
thing possible, and are also (so we are in- 
formed by old residents) the greatest and 
oftenest liars in the world. ‘The women are 
clad with a long robe, which is worn with a 
great regard for convenience, and is anything 
but attractive. Pig-eyed, small in stature, 
crippled in gait from wearing shoes of wood 
(like stilts two or three inches high), reek- 
ing with foul disease, the native women of 
Japan are indeed a wretched class. Children 
abound, and those of from six to ten years of 
age have charge of infants; and nineteen of 
every twenty are covered with foul ulcers, 
that tell but two ‘hortible a tale of their 
mothers’ profligacy and disease. When we 
state that the greatest source of revenue to 
the Japanese Government ıs from the sale of 
licenses for prostitution, it will bo seen how 
fearful must be the result. They live in paper 
houses, with paper partitions, devoid of fire, 
except in a dish holding a handful of smoul- 
dering charcoal, from which poisonous gases 
are exhaled, scores of them occupying a 
house fifty feet square. They are entirely de- 
void of modesty, and bathe in common, as 
horses or dogs would do. They do nothing 
asa Christian would. They use asaw that 
works the reverse of ours, a plane ditto, get 
on a horse from the right side, etc.

“Gath,” the Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Tribune, is “doing” extensively 
the secrets of the Postal Service. The fol- 
lowing paragraph, an extract from a conver- 
sation between the writer and Frederick 
Depro, for a long time special detente 
agent of the Postmaster-Genera], will be 
found of interest: “Mr, Gath,” said Depro, 
“you have no notion of the number of cases 
which are exposed by the Postoffice agenta; 
and which are compromised or excused. The 
Postoflice is an immense vehicle’ for agony- 
mous glander, and for wreaking private spite 
upon virtuous familles, It often happens that’ 
some young lady, who shrinks from coming 
into Court, is made the recipient for years of 
the vilest propositions and of infamous poe- 
try and pictures, while gentlemen who visit 
her are apprised of family secrets by tho 
same remorseless post, and, perhaps, of oùt- 
and-out lies, which put a stigma upor her 
character, On pfoper complaint we are ofte 
detailed to hunt out these persecutors, and it 
is astonishing to know the places and posi- 
tions some of them fill. I might narrate how 
vile old men annoy young girls in this way 
and how legitimate letters are unsealed and 
interlined with slander and vulgarity, to the 
confusion of writer and recipient. The famj- 
lies of Postmasters, who have the handling of 
mails, are often offenders in these cases, and 
they keep apprised of the under-life of the 
whole community in which they reside, per- 
haps to circulate slander at some subsequent 
time. By our shifting civil service the office 
of Postmaster is rotary, and every four years 
out goes a set of Postmasters, who ara “chock 
full? of news-—the debts of sons, the disgrace 
of daughters, the peccadilloes of husbands 
and fathers. You have absolutely, sir, no 
idea of the extent and curiousness of this 
tampering with the Post Office and making 
it offensive.”

An Army Surgeon Shoots an Indian Chief 

—The Indians Retaliate by Stealing 

. Btook From Citizens. 
Camp MeDotzLr, A. T., Jun, 16,1870. 

Eprron ARIZONA Miner: For some time 
past, Delashayee, an Indian Chief of the Reno 
or Tonto Indians, has been, with some of his 
tribe, stopping at Camp Reno. The other 
day, the Doctor at the Post called Delashayee 
to him,in his tent, The Indian, not sus- 
pecting any harm, walked to the door of the 
tent and opened it, saying. ‘ Muy bueno." 
The doctor saluted him with a bullet from a 
gix-shooter, It is supposed that the wound 
must prove fatal. The Indian, however, 
walked slowly away until he was outside of 
the post line, when lio gave p yell or two 
and started off on a run, his people all fol- 
lowing. Since thittime they, or some other 
Indians, have made several raids on the set- 
tlers at Phoenix, and on the Gila river. 

On the 8th, they stole three horses from 
Mr. Starr, and two from a Mexican, at Phoe- 
nix. On the 10th, they touk five from Frank 
Metzler (all he had). About the same time 
one horse and one mule were taken from Salt 
River Station, on the McDowell road. I also 
hear that they have stolen several head of 
animals -from Florence and vicinity—alto- 
gether, about twenty-five head in one week. 

I don’t think we can stand it long at this 
rate. Either the Apache will have to go 
elsewhere for something to eat, or go hungry, 
for we can’t feed bim long—our stock will

Castor Beans.—The Pacific Linseed Oil 
and Lead Workg at San Francisco advertise 
their willingness to purchase an unlimited 
amount of Castor Beans. Ag there is now a 
market open, the cultivation of the castor 
bean might be tried in this Territory. In 
this connection it may be woll to give the 
modus operandi pursaed in cultivation, for the 
benefit of those who are not conversant with 
the matter. . After prepiting the ground as 
for corn, mark the rows six feet apart, leaving 
a roadway eight feet wide every eight rows, 
for Wagons to pass while gathering the crop. 
P ant last of March, leaving but one plant in 
g hill alter they are well up. Cultivate tho 
sama ns corn. Five pounds of seed per acre 
Will suffice, and 1,200 to 1,500 pounds is the 
avérage trop gathered. ‘The plants grow 
with great rapidity, and the cultivation of the 
crop is said to increase the fertility of the 
soil. When the “spikes” aro fit to pick, 
which cam be known by the color changing 
tó'red from green, go through the cight foot 
rows with thé wagons, and havo plenty of 
men.with baskets,as they get too ripe very 
sgon after the color changes and drop from 
the’stalle to the ground and are lost. Make 
Biddy Vf, Ground perfectly smooth like a 
byick yard, and spread tle beans over it 
about, two inches deep.

Excitement in tlie French Capital. 

. Recent despatches frou Paris, France; are 
burthened with accounts of the quarrel be- 
tween Prince Pierre Bonaparte and tke wri- 
ters on the Marseillaise, Roclefort’s newspa- 
per. Tho slanderous attacks made on the 
Prince induced him to indite the following 
note to Rochefort: . 


“I reside at 59 Rue Daltone, and I promise 
if you present yourself you will not be told 
that I’m out.” 


This led to the shooting of Victor Noire, 
by the Prince, who has made the following 
statement regarding the affair: 

“M. Franquenelle and M. Victor Noire came 
to my residence with a menacing air, their 
hands in their pockets. I said: ‘It's Roche- 
fort I want, not his creatures.’” 

"Take and read the letter, replied Noire. 

‘No? I had my hand on a pistol in my 
pocket. 

‘Are you responsible for it ? I asked. 

At this I received a slap in the face from 
Noire, when I drew my revolver and fired at 
him. z 

Franquenelle crouched behind a chair, and 
from the protection which that afforded him, 
aimed a revolver at me, but could not get it 
off. I fired at him when in that, position, 
when he ran out of the room. Ie stepped in 
the room again and turned his pisto] toward 
me. I fired at him again and he fled.” 

Rouchefort and h s friends give an entirely 
different accoant of the affair, and, as will be 
seen by the following, from the Murseillaise, 
accuse the Prince of assassinating citizen 
Noire. ; : 

“I have had the weakness to believe a 
Bonaparte could be other than an assassin 
I have dared to imagine that a fair duel was 
possible in that family, when murder and 
waylaying*are traditional and habitual. Our 
co-laborer, Paschal Grouset, has showed my 
error, and to-day we mourn our dear friend, 


Pierre Napoleon Bonaparte. 

For eighteen years past France bns been in 
the blood-stained hands of those cut-thronts, 
who, not content with grapeshoting Repub- 
licans in the streets, allure them into a baited 
trap for the purpose of slauglitering them at 
home.

About two hundred and eighty pee B. €, 
Mier, of Alexandria, formed a toy which exhib- 
ited some powers of steam, which was moved by 
its power. 

A. D. 450, Anthemius, an architect, arranged 
several caldrons of water, cach covered with the 
wide bottom of a leather tube, which rose to a 
narrow, top, which pipes extended to the rafters 
of thé adjoining building. A fire was kindled 
beneath the caldrons, and the house was shaken 
by the efforts of the steam ascending the tubes. 
This is the first notice of the power of steam re- 
corded. 

In 1648, June 17, Blasco D. Garoy tried a 
steambodat of 209 tons with tolerable success, at 
Barcelona, Spain. It consisted of a caldron of 
boiling water, and a movable wheel on each side 
of the ship, It was laid aside as impracticable. 
A present, however, was made to Garoy. 

In 1650 the first railroad was constructed at 
Newonstle-on-Tine. 

The first idea of a steam engine in England was 
in the Marquis of Winchester’s * History of In- 
ventions” A. D. 1663. 

In 1710 Newcomen made the first steam engine 
In England. 

In 1718 patents were granted to Savery for 
the first application of the steam engine. 

In 1764 James Watt made the first perfect 
steam engine in England. 

In 1736 Johnathan Hulls set forth the idea of 
steam navigation. . 

In 1778 Thomas Paine first proposed this ap- 
plication in America, ; 

In 1781 Marquis Jouffroy constructed one in 
Saone. 

In 1785 two Americans published a work on it. 

In 1789 William Tymington made a voyage in 
one on the Clyde Canal. 

In 1802 this experiment was repeated. 

#In 1782 Ramsey propelled a boat by sieam to 
New York. 

In 1788 John Fitch, of Philadelphia, navigated 
a boat by a steam engine on the Delaware. 

In 1793 Robert Fulton first began to apply his 
attention to steam. 

In 1793 Oliver Evans, native of Philadel- 
phia, constructed a locomotive steam engine to 
travel on a turnpike road. 

The first steam vessel that crossed the Atlantic 
was the Savannah, in the month of June, 1819, 
from Charleston to Liverpool.- 
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To Cure and Smoke Bacon. ' 


At this season of the year, all our farmers are 
preparing to salt their hams and bacon, so we 
propose to giye them a receipe whereby salting 
and smoking can be done in one simple and 
short process, Many of our housewives are 
forced to depend upon their neighbors for con- 
veniences to smoke with. Those of us who own 
smoke-houses know how difficult it is to smoke 
just right. By this process all trouble is avoided. 
Tako a large-sized butter-firkin cask, or barrel, 
according to the meat you desire to smoke. 
Place it over s fire of corn-cobs with the corn 
on. Meat smoked in this way is highly flavored. 
The corn seems to produce a better taste than 
cobs or wood, or green walnuts. Let the tub 
smoke from five to six hours, To one hundred 
pounds of meat take eight pounds of salt, two 
pounds of coarse brown sugar (or three pints of 
molasses), and two ounces of saltpatre. Rub a 
little fine salt into the hams and shoulders, then 
put the meatinto the smoke tub, cover it with 
cold water, and turn in the salt, sugar, and salt- 
petre, cover closely, and set in a cool place 
where it will not freeze. If a scum rises on the 
brine, turn it off, and scald and add s little more 
salt. If desired to keep through the summer, in 
carly spring smoke the tub three hours longer, 
put back the nieat and turn on the brine when 
cold. In a month after pickling, the hams will 
be ready to use, They can be kept in the brine 
all summer, and if a ham is cut, return it to the 
tub for farther use, Beef and tongues can be 
kept in the same manner, and there is no danger 
from insects, In six or seven weeks tho beef is 
pickeled and smoked enough to dry. This is the 
surest and most expeditious way of salting and 
smoking pork and beef, and if once tried will al- 
ways be adopted.— Hearth and Home.
